And having alſo had laid before them the Fees now in Ute to be paid in the Sheti-coutt of Edin- 
burgh, and taken the Opinion of the Society of Writerggathe Signet touching the fame : The faid 
Lords do hereby ENACT and ORDAIN, ThiWthe Clerks, Under-Clerks, Extracters, or 
Writing-ſcrvants, in Sheriff or Stewart Courts, and the Sheriff or Stewart Officers, and the Clerks 
or their Servants, and the Macers in the Circuit-courts, ſhall not, on any Pretence, or for any 
Cauſe whatloever, exact, take or receive any other or any greater Fees, than thofe contained in
